FOREIGN NEWS. 


Twenty-five years agu. one 


evening, Charles Kingsloy preached in a 
London church npon the wrongs and 
miseries ot tho poorer classes, attribu- 
ting their vices to their poverty and ig- 
norance, and those again .to the injus- 
tice they suffered at the hands of the 
rich; while to the latter he absignecl, by 
direct implication, the responsibility of 
all the 'social evil thnt prevailed to so 
lamentable an extent. Tho address was 
listened to with extreme surprise by a 
very crowded congregation, who never- 
theless little expected the unprecedented 
event that occurred at tho close of the 
service. After the preacher had conclu- 
ded, the Kev. Mr. Drew, the rector of 
tho parish, who had occupied a pew be- 
neath the pulpit, rose from his seat and 
addressed the nnclience just as they were 
about to disperse. A most painful duty, 
be said, had devolved upon him in hav- 
iug to condemn the discourse just de- 
livered, and which he had never antici- 
pated hearing from a pnlpit. 
Mr. Drew- 


then, with some emotion, proceeded to 
aclminibter a brief but stem rebuke on 
Mr. Kingsley, whose sermon, he de- 
clared, contained matter thnt was <jues- 
lipunble in doctrine, pernicious in ten- 
dency, and untrue in fact. Heregretted 
;hat exhortations of so dangerous a 
character should have been ofi'ered to 
:he membeis of a Christian church. 
This interposition caused much excite- 
ment, among the congregation, and a 
large number remained round the doori 
of the church for some time after they 
were closed, exchanging comments upon 
ihe singular incident of tha evening.

Cardinal Antonelli'i Death, 


NEW YOHK, Kovember 7th. — A special 


from Home, relating the circumstance 
of the death of Cardinal Antonelli, saja: 
"His death was peaceful. 
About toia 


bedside were hia relations imd many of 
hia colleagues in the Collage of Car- 
dinals. 
His last momenta were com- 


forted by the apostolic benediction and 
other religious ritos. The Cardinal was 
seized on Sunday with ft sudden attack 
of gout in the chest while in the pres- 
ence of his Holiness, giving an ac- 
count of the sums received from the 
Spanish pilgrims. 'Ibs Pope was greatly 
affected 
by the suddenness of 
his 


illustrious servant's prostration. 
He 


was by direction of the Pope carried to 
an adjoining 
apartment, 
The Pope 


sent for his own physician who at once 
declared that all hope was gone. 
The 


sacred emblems were then partaken of 
by the dying Cardinal, and the Pops re- 
tired for a short time to another part of 
his p.ilace. 
His Holiness, however, 


again Tisited the sufferer and remained 
by his aide for some time, giving his 
benediction before retiring. Long after 
midnight Cardinal 
Antonelli gent a 


prelate to the Pope, asking pardon for 
all involuntary offenses. 
Ho lingered 


along, at times snft'<;ring intense agony, 
till daylight. Then the vital energies 
seemed exhausted, and at 8 o'clock Car- 
dinal Antonelli was dead. 


In the cafes the Cardinal's death is 


the xmirerBal theme, and expressions of 
grief and regret are general. 
The aud- 


den prostration of ths Cardinal creatas 
consternation in the Vatican. His prop- 
erty and personal effects ore beqaaatlud 
to his kindred.
